TRIO HELD ON 
BUNKO CHARGE. 


Wealthy Belgian Rancher Was 
Ready to Put Up Cash. 
Told Story of Ancient Tale of 
Money for Charity. 


Police Believe Prisoners to 
Have Made Harvest Here. 


With the arrest last night of 
three Italians on the charge that 
they attempted to bunko Prosper 
Sionehe, a wealthy Belgian rancher 
of Los Alamitos out of $7000, Detec- 
tive-Sergeants Cahill and Fitzgerald 
believe that they have in custody the 
trio who have robbed a dozen 
wealthy foreigners in this city by 
means of the hoary bunko game of 


asking their victim to help them dis- 
tribute money to the poor. Those 
under arrest are: Andy Moore, age 
66 years; Louis Regret, 36, and Ba- 
kamo Andrea, 30. They are held in 
the City Jail. 

Moore and Regret were identified 
by the Belgian as the men whom, it 
is charged, tried to bunko him.

Mr. Sionehe told the police that 
he had gone to Anaheim from his 
ranch to buy a bracelet for his girl 
when he met Moore and Regret at 
the store.

He has asked me 
to distribute his fortune of $30,009 
to the poor. I am afraid it will 
take me too long and that my son 
will die before I can distribute the 
funds.”

Mexican Cash 
Fight Denied. 


In the hearing of the action 
brought by the republic of Mexico 
against the Los Angeles Trust and 
Savings Bank and Manuel Mesta, 
former Governor of the southern 
district of Lower California, for the 
return of $15,000 asserted to have 
been deposited by Mezta on May 
6, last, U. 8.

He had been driv- 
en out of Mexico by the rebels 
and it ts charged by the Mexican 
authorities that the cash he brought 
here, amounting to about 80,000 
pesos, was the property of the re- 
public.

stages, who went out on strike. 

The strike has been in progress 
intermittently for two or three 
weeks, and has now reached such 


an extreme, according to Robert C. 


Bear, agent for the Kern County 
Transportation Company, that “sym- 
pathizers”’ are strapping old oil cans 
on the running boards of their 
“flivvers” and faring forth onto the 
county reads to harass nonunion 
stage drivers. 

Big five-gallon oil cans, with the 
tops cut on three sides and bent 
open are atrapped on the running 
boards of the “road devils,” and 
when a stage is sighted, it is side- 
swiped until the ropes holding bag- 
gage on the auto are sawed in two. 
If the drivers stop to gather up the 
baggage, they are pounced upon 
by the occupants of the gasoline 
juggernauts. One driver had his 
shirt torn off last night in such an 
encounter and only escaped by hast- 
ening back to his machine and 
speeding to Bakersfield. 

It ie said that the strikers are 
being assisted in their campaign of 
terror by members of the teamster# 
and truck drivers’ union, to which 
they belong.
